Greene said the one Negro 
proposed for party office was 
William Mitchell, a Los Ange­ 
les savings and loan executive 
considered for Southern C ali­ 
fornia treasurer. 
“ The aspect which makes this 
action most repugnant is that a 
black legislator, Assemblyman 
W illie Brown of San Francisco, 
has his name on the list as 
endorsing his flagrant insult to 
black people and other m inorit­ 
ie s,” Greene said.

The Republican party’s 1968 
presidential candidate said he is 
going to the LBJ ranch in Texas 
Saturday to visit Johnson and 
to be briefed on the Vietnam 
war by Cyrus R. Vance, a top 
Johnson adviser and No. 2 U.S. 
negotiator at the Paris peace 
talks. 
Nixon told newsmen Johnson 
t e l e p h o n e d 
congratulations 
Thursday 
night 
for 
Nixon’s 
smashing 
nomination victory 
and assured him “ I’m going to 
play it straight down the mid­ 
dle” in keeping the Republican 
candidate up to date on the pace 
of Paris talks. 
Beaming, 
although his face 
was puffy with lack of sleep, 
Nixon said Johnson told him: 
“ Dick, you have my congra­ 
tulations and my sympathy.” 


Nixon reinforced the gesture 
of unity by dropping the idea 
of a trip to the Soviet Union 
before the November election. 
Earlier this week, when his 
quest for the GOP nomination 
stood challenged by Govs. N el­ 
son A. Rockefeller of New York 
and Ronald Reagan of Califor­ 
nia, Nixon announced he was 
con.vdering 
a trip to Russia, 
possibly before the Democratic 
convention in Chicago later this 
month. 
Since then, he said, he had 
“ reluctantly concluded the trip 
cannot now be taken and will 
not 
be 
taken 
before 
the 
election.” 


Nixon added; “We have too 
many demands that are urgent 
in the United States to allow 
foreign travel.” 
Nixon added he would want to 
visit other European capitals as 
I well and there wasn't enough 
time. 
The dominant theme of the 
GOP candidate was that he did 
not want to “ undercut” the 
Democratic president or U. S. 
allies while the Paris talks 
were on. 


Gov. Spiro T. Agnew of Mary­ 
land, the Republican vice p res­ 
idential candidate, stood at N ix­ 
on’s right during the brief s e s ­ 
sion with newsmen. He will a c ­ 
company Nixon to the Johnson 
ranch, the former vice p resi­ 
dent said. 


On the political side, Nixon 
said the flurry within the R e­ 
publican party over his se lec­ 
tion of Agnew as 
a running 
mate was good for party unity. 
“ There is some real disa­ 
greement 
in 
the Republican 
party but not nearly as much 
as there is in the Democratic 
party,” the presidential candi­ 
date contended. 
Nixon said he is glad to see 
the disagreement 
brought out 
into the open and is confi­ 
dent Republicans now will be

When school doors are thrown 
open next month at Fall R.ver 
High School, students and par* 
ents are in for a shock.

Blood Pressure Numbers 


WHENEVER I ask my doctor 


what my blood pressure reading 
is he just says "It's good" with- 
out telling' me the numbers. 
Why is this kept as a secret? 
Is the cause of high blood pres- 
sure known ? 


Mr. S. E.. Minnesota 


Dear Mr. E.: I've said before 


that a 
doctor 


can't a l w a y s 
win in his rela- 
tionship w i t h 
his patients. In 
some 
instances 


he is w r o n g 
when he is right 
and in others he 
is right when he 


Dr. Colenian is wrong. 


When, the doc- 


tor tells the patients the "num- 
bers" they often complain that 
they were unnecessarily terri- 
fied. When he does not tell them 
the "numbers" then they are 
"scared to death" because they 
believe they are so sick that 
the doctor does not want them 
to know about it. I wonder 
what patients would do if they 
had to make the decision to tell 
or not to tell. 


The fact that your blood pres- 


sure is good should in itself be 
a sufficient source of comfort 
to you. You can be sure that if 
high blood pressure were not 
responding to medication your 
doctor would be the first to tell 
you thai something more dras- 
tic should be done. 


Many people are confused by 


blood pressure readings. There 
is nothing mysterious about it. 
Blood that is c i r c u l a t i n g 
through the arteries of the body 
is being pushed with each pump 
cf the heart. After each beat 
the heart then relaxes for a 
moment before it again begins 
to pump the blood through the 
arteries. 


Under normal circumstances 


arteries are very elastic and 
expand with each beat of the 
heart. The blood pressure read- 
ing at the time that the heart 
beats, or pumps, is known as 
the systolic blood pressure. The 
blood pressure reading: at the 
moment that the heart relaxes 
is known as the diastolic pres- 
sure.

j pressure readings are described 


i as one number over another. A 
high top. or systolic number. 
docs not necessarily mean trou- 
ble. In fact, in many cases the 
losver, or diastolic number, is 
even more important as a guide 
for the doctor in the control of 
certain kinds of high blood pres- 
sure. 


The reasons for high blood 


pressure, or hypertension, are 
any factor that resists or inter- 
feres with the normal, smooth 
flow of the blood. In arterio- 
sclerosis in the elderly, 
the 


blood vessels may become less 
clastic and be responsible for 
changes in the blood pressure. 
Occasionally, disease of the thy- 
roid, or the adrenal hormone 
glands, can cause blood pressure 
changes. Chronic kidney disease 
may also be a responsible cause. 


It is apparent, therefore, that 


the discussion between you and 
your physician should center 
about the cause and -what is 
being done to control the high 
blood 
pressure. 
rather 
than 


around "numbers" that really 
hare no basic importance to 
you. 


It i.s particularly exciting to 


those of us who have been in 
the practice cf medicine for a 
long time to see the remarkable 
advances that have been made 
m the control of severe cases of 
high blood pressure with mod- 
ern drugs. These, with a con- 
trolled 
diet 
and 
a 
normal 


weight, have been remarkably 
effective in dramatically helping 
people with severe high blood 
pressure. The "numbers game" 
is not nearly as important as is 
the fact that you are under a 
doctor's supervision.

MIAMI— The formal analyti- 


cal talk here has to do with 
what Richard Nixon Is willing 
to give up in order to assure 
the first-ballot victory. There 
are those, among them some of 
the best - Informed Nixon stra- 
tegists, who reason that the 
margin is already secure. But 
they are steeled against a last- 
minute fractlousness by a dozen 
or more delegates, seeking the 
floodlight at Miami Beach, and 
a footnote In history. 
The Nixon people wish the first 
ballot to be not only enough, 
but substantially enough. There 
is no such thing as the redun- 
dant vote In a tightlsh conven- 
tion. One delegate from Alaska 
is pro-Nixon, while his alter- 
nate is pro-Reagan. The Alas- 
ka delegate has, at this mo- 
ment, 
mysteriously 
disap- 


peared. He is being sought as 
diligently as Lindbergh's baby. 
"You just never can tell" a 
pol will say to you, chuckling. 
And suddenly you wonder whe- 
ther, in spite of himself, he 
Isn't wondering whether it is 
just possible that the Reagan 
people have shanghaied Dele- 
gate Number One?. . . 


But since there are ten times 


as many people at the Conven- 
tion as there are delegates, 
most of them while away their 
time, content to observe the 
tactics of the doers. They speak 
rather 
more 
candidly about 


them than they have in the past. 
The convention has always been 
to take a politician at his word, 
even if you knew, and he knew 
that you knew, that the whole 
architecture of his life was one 
of adamant self-service. 


Thus one network commenta- 


tor found it easiest to explain 
the bodylock of Ohio Governor 
James Rhodes by saying to his 
twenty million viewers: "You 
see, the problem for the candi- 
dates has been how to get the 
services of the Ohio delegation 
without getting the services of 
James Rhodes." The impres- 
sion 
is 
left 
that 
Governor 


Rhodes is prepared to deliver 
his 
votes to whomever hids 


highest for them. Highest being, 
one assumes, the vice-pres- 
idency. 
The peculiar safety of anal- 
yses of this sort, and something 
which makes the minting of 
them somehow disagreeable, is 
that they cannot be proved to be 
true, except insofar as there is 
a certain circumstantial plaus- 
ibility in them. Obviouslvthere 


is 
a 
motive for Governor 


Rhodes holding out until the last 
minute. But If we assume that 
that motive is as pure as King 
Arthur's refusal to bear wit- 
ness against Lancelot, we shall 
never know it: and millions of 
people will have snickered with 
the broadcasters, reminding 
ourselves of our superiority to 
our governors. 


Or John Wayne comes into the 


Convention. He is treated with 
barely 
disguised 
contempt. 


Nouvelle vague. 
He is not 


merely a patriot, but an expli- 
cit patriot. Having committed 
"The 
Green Berets", he is 


very much out in the Kulchur 
world. He takes the mike, says 
"I 
know this sounds corny 


but. . . " and proceeds to say 
the corniest imaginable things 
but mirabile dictu, the dele- 
gates suddenly stop talking, and 
start applauding. The broad- 
casters explain that this is In- 
deed a phenomenon, the sudden 
applause. They make you feel 
that the applause is not because 
there is a spontaneous enthu- 
siasm for patriotic sentiment; 
but because the delegates are 
somehow afraid that the folks 
back home will be sore if they 
don't respond to the Duke pay- 
ing tribute to our boys in Viet- 
nam. 
All of this sophistication is un- 
derstandable at a human level. 
There is, to begin with, the ti- 
dal gulf of candor that is sweep- 
ing the nation. 
Everybody is 


supposed to tell everybody about 
everything, especially his sex- 
ual habits; especially if they are 
abnormal (abnormal? 
what's 


that? Typical Republican). And 
putting on the dawg is tempt- 
ing even to network broadcast- 
ers. 
What is strange is how 


easily many of them are wow- 
ed, if the vibrations are right. 
A lot of them will be wowed 
by Democratic starlets in Chi- 
cago; a cliche by Nelson Rock- 
efeller is as certain to go un- 
noticed as a cliche by John 
Wayne is certain to be impaled. 
The heroes are the men of the 


left within a spectrum however 
circumscribed.

BEACH — Sitting in 


the Miami Beach Auditorium, 
the auditorium Jackie Gleason 
made famous, you look out ov- 
er a sea of delegates, some 
hoarse, some exhausted, some 
bored, 
a 
cross-section of 


American politics, and you won- 
der about conventions. Do they 
nominate the right man? Do 
they get at the truth? Do they 
probe the real problems 
of 


America? 
There is Tom Dewey seated 
among the VIPs, quietly watch- 
ing another man get nominated. 
Twice he has heard the con- 
vention roar its approval of 
him as the GOP nominee. Twice 
the convention has stampeded, 
demonstrated , waved banners 
supporting him. Came Novem- 
ber; twice he was defeated. 
Dewey sits there today as Ma- 
yor John Lindsay of New York, 
a youthful, appealing figure, 
asks where the youth of Amer- 
ica is. We need youthful lead- 
ers, he implies, to lead Ameri- 
ca. 
Dewey was a very young man 


when he first ran for Presi- 
dent. Too young. The impulsi- 
veness of youth, too much over- 
confidence, 
not enough toler- 


ance, too much exuberance, lost 
him the election. A good man, a 
good governor of New York, but 
too young. 
Sitting in the Miami Beach 
Auditorium 
is another man, 


once a figure of great prom- 
ise. Harold Stassen, youngest 
governor of Minnesota, a good 
governor, too soon hankered to 
be President.

NIXON WAS HASTY

Can Prove Po;n 


As the result of an auto ac- 


cident, you are left with contin- 
uing pains in your shoulder. 


At least, so you say. But the 
driver of the other car thinks 
you are faking. If it comes to a 
showdown in court, would your 
word alone—without supporting 
evidence — be enough grounds 
for collecting damages ? 
That is a difficult question. Ac- 
cepting a person's unsupported 
claim of pain may mean throw- 
ing the door open to fraud. 
On the other hand, the pain may 
be real enough to the victim, 
even though he was no way of 
proving it. Predictably, courts 
differ as to just how much 
weight to give to this kind of 
complaint. 


Most persuasive is medical 
evidence. Although 
a doctor 


cannot actually feel a patient's 
pain, he can find out a great 
deal through his instruments. 
For example: 


Pain may speed the patient's 


pulse. It may affect his blood 
pressure, his metabolism, and 
his respiration. It may even put 
extra zigzags into his electro- 
cardiogram. 
Moreover, a doctor can learn 


much simpl> by watching a pa- 
tient's expression. As one judge 
put it: 


"There are s\mptoms of pain 


that write their story on one's 
countenance as clearly as light- 
ning scribbles in the sky.'1 


Will n court listen also to the 


non-scientific observations of a 
layman ° Generally yes, because 
these too may be revealing. 


Thus, in one case, an acci- 


dent victim's pain was proven 
through the testimony of a fellow 
patient in his hospital room. 
The patient 
vividly recalled 


the victim's moans, groans, 
and weeping. 


Of course, any method of prov- 
ing that pain is present may al- 
so be used to prove that it is 
absent. Both instruments and 
observation, both doctor and 
layman may — in proper cir- 
cumstances — help to expose 
false complaints. 


One woman, claiming injury in 
a bus accident, said she had 
severe pains in her back. But a 
doctor noticed that when he 
was touching that area, she 
winced far too much in some 
places and far too little in 
others. 
Result; She collected nothing 
at all.

Dan Evans, youthful governor 
of Washington, an attractive 
speaker, talks about racial in- 
equality, the problem of the 
big city slums, the tragedy of 
the poor, the remedy of housing. 
He is too young to remember, 
but 25 years ago, when public 
housing was first proposed by 
Senators Bob Wagner of New 
York and Allen Ellender of 
Louisiana, it was the real es- 
tate lobby, supported by Re- 
publican 
Senators and Con- 


gressmen, which bitterly, con- 
sistently 
and 
on the whole 


successfully 
blocked housing 


moves to remedy the deterior- 
ation of the big cities. 


REPUBLICAN ROADBLOCK 
Even the efforts of Mr. Re- 


publican himself, Sen. BobTaft, 
who co-sponsored the housing 
bill, failed to break down that 
Republican opposition. Twenty 
years of delay, procrastination, 
and frustration for the big cit- 
ies followed. 
But Gov. Evans' memory is 
not so short that he cannot re- 
call the events of last spring; 
how when the open housing bill 
was passed by the Senate, it 
was blocked by the real estate 
lobby in the House Rules Com- 
mittee, where the change of 


only one vote could have pass- 
ed it. 


At that point, handsome Jerry 
Ford of Michigan, Republican 
leader of the House, who has 
been presiding efficiently as 
convention chairman at Miami 
Beach, would not lift his fing- 
er to get the one vote necessary 
to push the vitally needed open 
housing bill out of the commit- 
tee. 
F inally 
one 
Congressman, 


John B. Anderson of Illinois, 
was persuaded by the pres- 
sure of events, not by force, to 
change his vote. 


Gov. 
Evans speaks on — elo- 


quently, convincingly —of pov- 
erty and the need to remedy it. 
Some of his listeners, with 
sharper memories, recall the 
nine-month delay in passing the 
antipoverty bill, due to Repub- 
lican obstruction. They remem- 
ber how government workers on 


the antipoverty payroll were 
even susoenddd with no pay a- 
round Thanksgiving as a result 
of the Republican blockade. And 
they remember how it was only 
a pilgrimage of big-city ma- 
yors, all of them Democrats 
except Mayor Lindsay, which 
finally forced the passage of this 
bill to relieve the poor whose 
plight Gov. Evans emphasizes. 


Two of the Pepublican leaders 


who played an active part in the 
convention at 
Miami 
Beach, 


Charles Goodell of N. Y. and 
Albert Quie of Minn., helped 
block the antipoverty bill for 
nine long months. It was the 
last major bill to pass Con- 
gress last December. 
So runs memory of the older 


delegates at Miami Beach. So 
goes the oratory of younger 
delegates at Miami Beach. So 
operates the great institution of 
the American convention.

ing on schedule on the $60,000 
project that will replace 4 miles 
of pipe line washed out by last 
winter's floods, and provided 
for a new dam on 
Antelope 


Creek. 
The work is being 


done under a WPA project with 
labor being supplied from the 


SRA camp located at the mouth 
Of the canyon. 


For the last few months the 


crew has been building a new 
road from the canyon mouth 
to the dam site, along which the 
new pipe will be laid.

Is th e cause of high blood pres­ 
sure know n?

Dr. Coleman is wrong. 
W hen the doc­ 
to r tells the p atien ts th e "num ­ 
bers" they often com plain th a t 
they w ere unnecessarily te rri­ 
fied. W hen he does not tell them 
th e “num bers'’ then they are 
“scared to death*’ because they 
believe they are so sick th a t 
th e doctor does n o t w an t them 
to know about it. I wonder 
w h at patients w ould do if they 
had to m ake the decision to tell 
or n o t to tell. 
T he fact th a t your blood pres ­ 
sure is good should in itself be 
a sufficient source of com fort 
to you. You can be su re th a t if 
high blood pressure w ere not 
responding to m edication your 
doctor would be th e first to tell 
you th a t som ething m ore d ras­ 
tic should be done. 
M any people a re confused by 
blood pressure readings. There 
is nothing m ysterious about it. 
Blood th a t is c i r c u l a t i n g 
through the arte ries of th e body 
is being pushed w ith each pump 
cf th e heart. A fte r each beat 
the h ea rt then relaxes for a 
m om ent before it ag ain begins 
to pum p the blood through the 
arteries. 
U nder norm al circum stances 
a rte rie s are very elastic and 
expand w ith each b ea t of the 
heart. The blood pressure read­ 
ing a t the tim e th a t th e heart 
beats, or pumps, is know n as 
the systolic blood pressure. The 
blood pressure read in g a t the 
m om ent th a t the h e a rt relaxes 
is know n as the diastolic pres­ 
sure. 
I t is for this reason th a t blood

pressure readings are described 
as one num ber over another. A 
high top. or systolic number, 
does not necessarily m ean tro u ­ 
ble. In fact, in m any cases the 
lower, or diastolic num ber, is 
even more im portant as a guide 
for the doctor in the control of 
certain kinds of high blood pres­ 
sure. 
The reasons for high blood 
pressure, or hypertension, are 
any factor th a t resists or inter­ 
feres w ith the norm al, smooth 
flow of the blood. In arterio­ 
sclerosis 
in 
the 
elderly, 
the 
blood vessels m ay become less 
elastic and be responsible for 
changes in the blood pressure. 
Occasionally, disease of the th y ­ 
roid. or the adrenal hormone 
glands, can cause blood pressure 
changes. Chronic kidney disease 
may also be a responsible cause. 
It is apparent, therefore, th a t 
the discussion betw een you and 
your physician 
should center 
about the cause and w hat is 
being done to control the high 
blood 
pressure, 
ra th e r 
than 
around ‘‘num bers" th a t really 
have no basic im portance to 
you. 
I t is particularly exciting to 
those of us who have been in 
the practice of m edicine for a 
long time to see th e rem arkable 
advances th a t have been made 
in the control of severe cases of 
high blood pressure w ith m od­ 
em drugs. These, w ith a con­ 
trolled 
diet 
and

norm al 
weight, have been rem arkably 
effective in dram atically helping 
people w ith severe high blood 
pressure. The "num bers gam e" 
is not nearly as im p o rtan t as is 
the fact th a t you are under a 
doctor's supervision.

MIAMI— The form al analyti­ 
cal talk here has to do with 
what R ichard Nixon is willing 
to give up In o rd er to assure 
the first-ballot victory. There 
are those, among them some of 
the best - inform ed Nixon s tr a ­ 
tegists, who reason that the 
margin is already secure. But 
they are steeled against a la st- 
minute fractiousness by a dozen 
or m ore delegates, seeking the 
floodlight at Miami Beach, and 
a footnote In history. 
The Nixon people wish the first 
ballot to be not only enough, 
but substantially enough. There 
is no such thing as the redun­ 
dant vote in a tlghtish conven­ 
tion. One delegate from Alaska 
is pro-Ntxon, while his a lte r­ 
nate is pro-R eagan. The A las­ 
ka delegate has, at this m o­ 
ment, 
m ysteriously 
disap­ 
peared. 
He Is being sought as 
diligently as Lindbergh’s baby. 
“ You just never can tell” a 
pol will say to you, chuckling. 
And suddenly you wonder whe­ 
ther, in spite of him self, he 
isn’t wondering whether it is 
just possible that the Reagan 
people have shanghaied D ele­ 
gate Number One?. . . 
But since there are ten tim es 
as many people at the Conven­ 
tion as there are delegates, 
m ost of them while away their 
tim e, content to observe the 
tactics of the doers. They speak 
ra th e r 
more 
candidly about 
them than they have in the past. 
The convention has always been 
to take a politician at his word, 
even if you knew, and he knew 
that you knew, that the whole 
architecture of his life was one 
of adamant self-service. 
Thus one network com m enta­ 
to r found It easiest to explain 
the bodylock of Ohio Governor 
Jam es Rhodes by saying to his 
twenty million view ers: “ You 
see, the problem for the candi­ 
dates has been how to get the 
services of the Ohio delegation 
without getting the services of 
Jam es Rhodes.” The im p res­ 
sion 
is 
left 
that 
Governor 
Rhodes is prepared to deliver 
his 
votes 
to whomever bids 
highest for them. Highest being, 
one 
assum es, the v ic e-p re s­ 
idency. 
The peculiar safety of anal­ 
y ses of this sort, and something 
which 
makes 
the minting of 
them somehow disagreeable, is 
that they cannot be proved to be 
tru e , except insofar as there is 
a certain circum stantial plaus­ 
ibility in them. Obviously there 


is 
a 
motive 
for Governor 
Rhodes holding out until the last 
m inute. 
But if we assum e that 
that motive is as pure as King 
A rth u r’s refusal to bear wit­ 
n ess against Lancelot, we shall 
never know It: and m illions of 
people will have snickered with 
toe 
broadcasters, 
reminding 
ourselves of our superiority to 
our governors. 


O r John Wayne com es into the 
Convention. He is treated with 
barely 
disguised 
contempt. 
Nouvelle vague. 
He is not 
m erely a patriot, but an expli­ 
cit patriot. 
Having committed 
‘ «The Green B erets” , he is 
v ery much out in toe Kulchur 
w orld. He takes the mike, savs 
*«I 
know 
this 
sounds corny 
but. . . ” and proceeds to say 
the corniest Imaginable things 
but m irablle dictu, the dele­ 
gates suddenly stop talking, and 
s ta rt applauding. 
The broad­ 
c a ste rs explain that this is In­ 
deed a phenomenon, the sudden 
applause. 
They make you feel 
that the applause is not because 
there is a spontaneous enthu­ 
siasm for patriotic sentim ent; 
but because the delegates are 
somehow afraid that the folks 
back home will be sore if they 
don’t respond to the Duke pay­ 
ing tribute to our boys in V iet­ 
nam . 
All of this sophistication is un­ 
derstandable at a human level. 
There is, to begin with, toe ti­ 
dal gulf of candor that Is sweep­ 
ing toe nation. 
Everybody Is 
supposed to tell everybody about 
everything, especially his sex­ 
ual habits; especially if they are 
abnormal (abnorm al? 
What’s 
that? Typical Republican). And 
putting on the dawg is tem pt­ 
ing even to network broadcast­ 
e rs . 
What is strange is how 
easily many of them are wow­ 
ed, if the vibrations are right.

BEACH - Sitting in 
the Miami Beach Auditorium, 
the auditorium Jackie Gleason 
made famous, you look out ov­ 
e r a sea of delegates, some 
hoarse, som e exhausted, some 
bored,

Am erican politics, and you won­ 
der about conventions. Do they 
nominate the right m an? Do 
they get at the tru th ? Do they

A m erica? 
T here is Tom Dewey seated 
among the VIPs, quietly watch­ 
ing another man get nominated. 
Twice he has heard the con­ 
vention roar its approval of 
him as the GOP nominee. Twice 
the convention has stampeded, 
dem onstrated , waved banners 
supporting him. Came Novem­ 
ber; twice he was defeated. 
Dewey sits there today as Ma­ 
yor John Lindsay of New York, 
a youthful, appealing figure, 
asks w here the youth of A m er­ 
ica is. We need youthful lead­ 
e rs, he im plies, to lead A m eri­ 
ca. 
Dewey was a very young man 
when he first ran for P re si­ 
dent. Too young. The im pulsi­ 
veness of youth, too much over­ 
confidence, 
not enough to le r­ 
ance, too much exuberance, lost 
him the election. A good man, a 
good governor of New York, but 
too young. 
Sitting in the Miami Beach 
Auditorium 
is 
another man, 
once a figure of great prom ­ 
ise. Harold Stassen, youngest 
governor of M innesota, a good 
governor, too soon hankered to 
be P resident. If he had waited, 
if he had not jumped the gun, 
he might not be snickered at in 
Miami Beach today. 


NIXON WAS HASTY 
Richard Nixon, a w iser man 
today, also jumped the gun when 
he hitched him self to Ike’s coat­ 
tails in 1952.

Medical Evidence 
Can Prove Pain 


As the result of an auto a c ­ 
cident, you are left with contin­ 
uing pains in your shoulder. 
At least, so you say. But the 
driver of the other ca r thinks 
you are faking. If It comes to a 
showdown in court, would your 
word alone—w ithoutsupporting 
evidence — be enough grounds 
for collecting dam ages? 
That is a difficult question. Ac­ 
cepting a person’s unsupported 
claim of pain may mean throw ­ 
ing the door open to fraud. 
On the other hand, the pain may 
be real enough to the victim , 
even though he was no way of 
proving it. P redictably, courts 
differ as to just how much 
weight to give to this kind of 
complaint. 
Most persuasive is medical 
evidence. 
Although 
a doctor 
cannot actually feel a patient’s 
pain, he can find out a great 
deal through his instrum ents. 
For example; 
Pain may speed the patient’s 
pulse. It may affect his blood 
pressure, his m etabolism , and 
his respiration. It may even put 
extra zigzags into his electro ­ 
cardiogram . 
M oreover, a doctor can learn 
much simply by watching a p a­ 
tient's expression. As one judge 
put it; 
“ There are sym ptom s of pain 
that write their story on one’s 
countenance as clearly as light­ 
ning scribbles 
in the sky.” 
Will a court listen also to the 
non-scientific observations of a 
layman ? G enerally yes, because 
these too may be revealing. 
Thus, in one case, an a c c i­ 
dent victim ’s pain was proven 
through the testim ony of a fellow 
patient in his hospital room . 
The patient 
vividly 
recalled 
the victim ’s m oans, groans, 
and weeping. 
Of course, any method of p ro v ­ 
ing that pain is present may a l­ 
so be used to prove that it is 
absent. Both instrum ents and 
observation, 
both doctor and 
layman may — in proper c ir ­ 
cum stances — help to expose 
false com plaints. 
One woman, claim ing injury in 
a bus accident, said she had 
severe pains in her back. But a 
doctor noticed that when he 
was touching that area, she 
winced far too much in som e 
places and far too little in 
others. 
Result: She collected nothing 
at all.

ident,” Ted W hite, 
“ haven’t 
com e forward this year to lead 
the country.” 
H e’s forgotten that young men 
have come forw ard —too many, 
too soon — in the past, and the 
re su lts were not always happy. 
Dan Evans, youthful governor 
of Washington, 
an attractive 
speaker, talks about racial in­ 
equality, the problem of the 
big city slum s, the tragedy of 
the poor, the rem edy of housing. 
He is too young to rem em ber, 
but 25 years ago, when public 
housing was firs t proposed by 
Senators Bob W agner of New 
York and Allen Ellender of 
Louisiana, it was the real e s ­ 
ta te lobby, supported by R e­ 
publican 
Senators 
and Con­ 
gressm en, which bitterly, con­ 
sistently 
and 
on the whole 
successfully 
blocked housing 
m oves to rem edy the d eterio r­ 
ation of the big citie s. 


REPUBLICAN ROADBLOCK 
Even the efforts of M r. R e­ 
publican him self, Sen. Bob Taft, 
who co-sponsored the housing 
bill, failed to break down that 
Republican opposition. Twenty 
y ears of delay, procrastination, 
and frustration for the big c it­ 
ie s followed. 
But 
Gov. E vans’ memory is 
not so short that he cannot r e ­ 
call the events of last spring; 
how when the open housing bill 
w as passed by the Senate, it 
w as blocked by the real estate 
lobby in the House Rules Com­ 
m ittee, where the change of 


only one vote could have p a ss­ 
ed it. 
At that point, handsome Je rry 
Ford of Michigan, Republican 
leader of the House, who has 
been presiding efficiently as 
convention chairm an at Miami 
Beach, would not lift his fing­ 
e r to get the cxne vote necessary 
to push the vitally needed open 
housing bill out of the com m it- 
t€»e. 
Finally 
one 
Congressm an, 
John B. Anderson of Illinois, 
was persuaded by the p re s ­ 
sure of events, not by force, to 
change his vote. 
Gov. Evans speaks on — elo ­ 
quently, convincingly —of pov­ 
erty and the need to rem edy it. 
Some of his listen ers, with 
sharper m em ories, recall the 
nine-month delay in passing the 
antipoverty bill, due to Repub­ 
lican obstruction. They rem em ­ 
ber how government w orkers on 


the antipoverty payroll w ere 
even suspended with no pay a- 
round Thanksgiving as a resu lt 
of the Republican blockade. And 
they rem em ber how it was only 
a pilgrim age of big-city m a­ 
yors, all of them D em ocrats 
except Mayor Lindsay, which 
finally forced the passage of this 
bill to relieve the poor whose 
plight Gov. Evans em phasizes. 
Two of the Republican leaders 
who played an active part in the 
convention at 
Miami 
Beach, 
Charles Goodell of N. Y. and 
Albert Quie of Minn., helped 
block the antipoverty bill for 
nine long months. It was the 
la st major bill to pass Con­ 
gress last D ecem ber. 
So runs m em ory of the older 
delegates at Miami Beach. So 
goes the oratory of younger 
delegates at Miami Beach. So 
operates the great institution of 
the American convention. 


Red Bluff Yesterdays 


(From the files of the 
Red Bluff Daily News) 


August 9, 1938 
The Red Bluff High School 
1938-39 budget totaling $98,003, 
was adopted at a meeting of the 
board of tru stees last night. 
This means that the 42 cent 
tax rate in effect in 1936-37 
will be maintained for the third 
consecutive year. 
The financial statem ent re ­ 
vealed a total of $4375.45 in 
school funds on hand July 1, 
1938, as com pared with a total 
of $2880.95 on July 1, 1937. 


Arising at the unearthly hour 
of 6 a.m., this morning, Red 
Bluff’s City Council made a 
tour of inspection of the work 
now in p rogress on the dam 
and pipe line on Antelope Creek. 
M embers of the intrepid party 
included: 
Mayor D. J. Metz­ 
ger, City Attorney C urtiss Wet­ 
te r, 
Superintendent 
G l e n 
Stevens, and Councilmen B ill 
Bulkeley and Bill Norvell. 


Returning about 10 a.m (, the 
party reported work pro g ress­ 
ing on schedule on the $60,000 
project that w ill replace 4 m iles 
of pipe line washed out by la st 
w inter's floods, and provided 
for a new dam on 
Antelope 
Creek. 
The work is being 
done under a WPA project with 
labor being supplied from the 


SRA camp located at the mouth 
of the canyon. 
For the last few months the 
crew has been building a new 
road from the canyon mouth 
to the dam site, along which the 
new pipe will be laid. 


August 9,1862 
The body of the little boy

Finally he had evidently been 
thrown from a precipice and left 
partially covered with rocks. 
The company returned with his 
body and attended his funeral, 
at Chico, on the 11th inst. They 
will start out again soon! They 
sent to Governor Stanford for 
guns, and as we a re told, he 
forwarded them some old rusty 
muskets, which the men re­ 
fused to accept. 
They applied 
to Gen. Kibbe, as we are further 
informed, who furnished them 
with a couple of boxes of U.S.

Blood Pressure Numbers

W HENEVER. I ask m y doctor 
w hat m y blood pressure reading 
is he ju s t says " It’s good" w ith­ 
out telling me 
the numbers. 
W hy is th is kept as a secret? 
Is the cause of high blood pres­ 
sure know n? 
M r. S E . M innesota 
D ear Mr. E.: I ’ve said before 
th a t 
a 
doctor 
c a n t a l w a y s 
win in his rela­ 
tionship 
w i t h 
his patients. In 
some 
instances 
he 
is w r o n g 
w hen he is right 
and in others he 
is right when he 
is wrong. 
W hen the doc­ 
to r tells the p atients the “num ­ 
bers” th ey often com plain th a t 
they w ere unnecessarily te rri­ 
fied. W hen he does not tell them 
th e “num bers” then they are 
“scared to d eath -’ because they 
believe they are so sick th a t 
the doctor does not w ant them 
to know about it. I wonder 
w hat p atien ts would do if they 
had to m ake th e decision to tell 
or not to tell. 
The fa c t th a t your blood pres­ 
sure is good should in itself be 
a sufficient source erf com fort 
to you. You can be su re th a t if 
high blood pressure w ere not 
responding to m edication your 
doctor would be th e first to tell 
you th a t som ething m ore dras­ 
tic should be done. 
M any people are confused by 
blood pressure readings. There 
is nothing m ysterious about it. 
Blood th a t is c i r c u l a t i n g 
through the arteries of the body 
is being pushed w ith each pump 
of the heart. A fter each beat 
the h ea rt then relaxes for a 
m om ent before it again begins 
to pum p the blood through the 
arteries. 
U nder norm al circum stances 
arteries are very elastic and 
expand w ith each b ea t of the 
heart. The blood pressure read­ 
ing a t th e tim e th a t the heart 
beats, o r pum ps, is known as 
the systolic blood pressure The 
blood pressure reading a t the 
m om ent th a t th e h e a rt relaxes 
is know n a s the diastolic pres­ 
sure. 
I t is few this reason th a t blood 


pressure readings are described 
as one number over another. A 
high top, or systolic num ber, 
does not necessarily m ean tro u ­ 
ble. In fact, in m any cases the 
lower, or diastolic num ber, is 
even more im portant as a guide 
for the doctor in the control of 
certain kinds of high blood p res­ 
sure. 
The reasons for high blood 
pressure, or hypertension, are 
any factor th a t resists or in te r­ 
feres with the norm al, sm ooth 
flow of the blood. In arterio ­ 
sclerosis in 
the 
elderly, 
the 
blood vessels m ay become less 
elastic and be responsible fo r 
changes in the blood pressure. 
Occasionally, disease of the th y ­ 
roid, or the adrenal horm one 
glands, can cause blood pressure 
changes. Chronic kidney disease 
may also be a responsible cause. 
It is apparent, therefore, th a t 
the discussion between you and 
your physician should center 
about the cause and w h at is 
being done to control the high 
blood 
pressure, 
rath e r 
th an 
around “num bers” th a t really 
have no basic im portance to 
you. 
I t is particularly exciting to 
those of us w'ho have been in 
the practice cf m edicine fo r a 
long time to see the rem arkable 
advances th a t have been m ade 
in the control of severe cases of 
high blood pressure w ith m od­ 
em drugs. These, w ith a con­ 
trolled 
diet 
and 
a 
norm al 
weight, have been rem arkably 
effective in dram atically helping 
people with severe high blood 
pressure. The “num bers gam e" 
is not nearly as im portant as is 
the fact th a t you are under a 
doctor’s supervision.

MIAMI— The form al an aly ti­ 
cal talk h e re has to do with 
what R ichard Nixon is willing 
to give up in order to assu re 
the first-b allo t victory. There 
are those, among them som e of 
the best - inform ed Nixon s tr a ­ 
tegists, who reason that the 
margin is already secu re. But 
they are steeled against a la s t- 
minute fractiousness by a dozen 
or more delegates, seeking the 
floodlight at Miami Beach, and 
a footnote in history. 
The Nixon people wish the first 
ballot to be not only enough, 
but substantially enough. T here 
is no such thing as the red u n ­ 
dant vote in a tightish conven­ 
tion. One delegate from A laska 
is pro-N ixon, while his a lte r­ 
nate is pro-R eagan. The A las­ 
ka delegate has, at this m o­ 
ment, 
m ysteriously 
d isa p ­ 
peared. 
He is being sought as 
diligently as Lindbergh’s baby. 
“ You just never can te ll” a 
pol will say to you, chuckling. 
And suddenly you wonder whe­ 
ther, in spite of him self, he 
Isn’t wondering whether it is 
just possible that the Reagan 
people have shanghaied D ele­ 
gate Number O n e? .. * 
But since there are ten tim es 
as many people at the Conven­ 
tion as there are delegates, 
m ost of them while away their 
tim e, content to observe the 
tactics of the doers. They speak 
rath e r 
m ore 
candidly about 
them than they have In the past. 
The convention has always been 
to take a politician at his word, 
even if you knew, and he knew 
that you knew, that the whole 
architecture of his life was one 
of adamant self-service. 
Thus one network com m enta­ 
to r found it easiest to explain 
the bodylock of Ohio G overnor 
Jam es Rhodes by saying to his 
twenty million view ers: “ You 
see, the problem for the candi­ 
dates has been how to get the 
services of the Ohio delegation 
without getting the serv ices of 
Jam es Rhodes.” The im p re s­ 
sion 
is 
left 
that 
G overnor 
Rhodes is prepared to deliver 
his 
votes 
to whomever bids 
highest for them. Highest being, 
one 
assum es, the v ic e -p re s­ 
idency. 
The peculiar safety of anal­ 
yses of this sort, and som ething 
which 
makes 
the m inting of 
them somehow disagreeable, is 
that they cannot be proved to be 
tru e, except insofar as th e re is 
a certain circum stantial p lau s­ 
ibility In them. Obviously there 


is 
a 
motive 
for Governor 
Rhodes holding out until the last 
m inute. 
But if we assum e that 
that motive Is as pure as King 
A rth u r’s refusal to bear wit­ 
ness against Lancelot, we shall 
never know it: and m illions of 
people will have snickered with 
the 
broadcasters, 
reminding 
ou rselv es of our superiority to 
our governors. 


O r John Wayne com es Into the 
Convention. He is treated with 
barely 
disguised 
contempt. 
Nouvelle vague. 
He is not 
m erely a patriot, but an expli­ 
cit p atrio t. 
Having committed 
“ The G reen B erets” , he is 
v ery much out in the Kulchur 
w orld. He takes the mike, says 
“ I 
know 
this 
sounds corny 
but. . . ” and proceeds to say 
the corniest imaginable things 
but m irablle dictu, the dele­ 
gates suddenly stop talking, and 
s ta rt applauding. 
The broad­ 
c a ste rs explain that this is in­ 
deed a phenomenon, the sudden 
applause. 
They make you feel 
that the applause Is not because 
there is a spontaneous enthu­ 
siasm for patriotic sentim ent; 
but because the delegates are 
som ehow afraid that the folks 
back home will be sore if they 
don’t respond to the Duke pay­ 
ing tribute to our boys in V iet­ 
nam . 
All of this sophistication is un­ 
derstandable at a human level. 
T here is, to begin with, the ti­ 
dal gulf of candor that is sweep­ 
ing the nation. 
Everybody Is 
supposed to tell everybody about 
everything, especially his sex­ 
ual habits; especially if they are 
abnorm al (abnorm al? 
What’s 
that? Typical Republican). And 
putting on the dawg Is tem pt­ 
ing even to network broadcast­ 
e rs . 
What Is strange Is how 
easily many of them are wow­ 
ed, if the vibrations are right. 
A lot of them will be wowed 
by D em ocratic sta rle ts In C hi­ 
cago; a cliche by Nelson Rock­ 
efeller is as certain to go un­ 
noticed as a cliche by John 
Wayne is certain to be im paled.

That is a difficult question. A c- 
cepting a p erso n ’s unsupported 
claim of pain may mean throw ­ 
ing the door open to fraud. 
On the other hand, the pain may 
be real enough to the victim , 
even though he was no way of 
proving it. Predictably, courts 
differ as to just how much 
weight to give to this kind of 
complaint. 
Most persuasive is m edical 
evidence. 
Although 
a doctor 
cannot actuaUy feel a patient’s 
pain, he can find out a great 
deal through his instrum ents. 
F o r example: 
Pain may speed the patient’s 
pulse. It may affect his blood 
pressure, his m etabolism , and 
his respiration. It may even put 
extra zigzags into his e lec tro ­ 
cardiogram . 
M oreover, a doctor can le arn 
much simply by watching a p a ­ 
tient’s expression. As one judge 
put it; 
“ There are sym ptom s of pain 
that write th eir story on erne’s 
countenance as clearly as lig h t­ 
ning scribbles 
in the sk y .” 
Will a court listen also to the 
non-scientific observations of a 
layman ? G enerally yes, because 
these too may be revealing. 
Thus, in one case, an a c c i­ 
dent victim ’s pain was proven 
through the testim ony of a fellow 
patient in his hospital room . 
The patient 
vividly 
recalled 
the victim ’s 
moans, groans, 
and weeping. 
Of course, any method of p ro v ­ 
ing that pain is present may a l­ 
so be used to prove that it is 
absent. Both instrum ents and 
observation, 
both doctor and 
layman may — in proper c i r ­ 
cum stances — help to expose 
false com plaints. 
One woman, claim ing injury in 
a bus accident, said she had 
severe pains in her back. But a 
doctor noticed that when he 
was touching that area, she 
winced far too much in som e 
places and far too little in 
others. 
Result: She collected nothing 
at all.

REPUBLICAN ROADBLOCK 
Even the efforts of M r. R e­ 
publican him self, Sen. Bob Taft, 
who co-sponsored the housing 
bill, failed to break down that 
Republican opposition. Twenty 
years of delay, procrastination, 
and frustration for the big c it­ 
ies followed. 
But 
Gov. Evans’ m em ory is 
not so short that he cannot r e ­ 
call the events of last spring; 
how when the open housing bill 
was passed by the Senate, it 
w as blocked by the re a l estate 
lobby in the House Rules Com ­ 
m ittee, where the change of 


only one vote could have p a ss­ 
ed it. 
At that point, handsome Je rry 
Ford of Michigan, Republican 
leader of the House, who has 
been presiding efficiently as 
convention chairm an at Miami 
Beach, would not lift his fing­ 
e r to get the one vote necessary 
to push the vitally needed open 
housing bill out of the com m it­ 
tee. 
Finally 
one 
C ongressm an, 
John B. Anderson of Illinois, 
was persuaded by the p re s ­ 
sure of events, not by force, to 
change his vote. 
Gov. Evans speaks on — elo­ 
quently, convincingly —of pov­ 
erty and the need to rem edy it. 
Some of his liste n e rs, with 
sharper m em ories, re c a ll the 
nine-m onth delay in passing the 
antipoverty bill, due to Repub­ 
lican obstruction. They rem em ­ 
ber how government w orkers on 


the antipoverty payroll w ere 
even suspended with no pay a - 
round Thanksgiving as a resu lt 
of the Republican blockade. And 
they rem em ber how it was only 
a pilgrim age of big-city m a­ 
yors, all of them D em ocrats 
except Mayor Lindsay, which 
finally forced the passage of this 
bill to relieve the poor whose 
plight Gov. Evans em phasizes. 
Two of the Republican leaders 
who played an active part in the 
convention at 
Miami 
Beach, 
C harles Goodell of N. Y. and 
Albert Quie of Minn., helped 
block the antipoverty bill for 
nine long m onths. It was the 
last m ajor bill to pass Con­ 
gress last D ecem ber. 
So runs m em ory of the older 
delegates at Miami Beach. So 
goes the oratory of younger 
delegates at Miami Beach. So 
operates the great institution of 
the American convention.

ter,

Stevens, and Councilmen B ill 
Bulkeley and Bill N orvell. 


R eturning about 10 a.m ,„ the 
party reported work p ro g re ss­ 
ing on schedule on the $60,000 
project that will replace 4 m iles 
of pipe line washed out by la st 
w inter’s floods, and provided 
for a new dam on 
Antelope 
Creek. 
The work is being 
done under a WPA p ro ject with 
labor being supplied from the 


SRA camp located at the mouth 
of the canyon. 
For the la st few months the 
crew has been building a new 
road from the canyon mouth 
to the dam site, along which the 
new pipe w ill be laid. 


August 9, 1862 
The body of the little boy 
(son of M r. Heacock) captured 
by the Indians, at the tim e the 
two girls w ere killed, was found 
a few days ago by the company 
in pursuit of the Indians, in 
the 
mountains near 
the old 
Antelope M ills. 
The spot is 
m iles from this place. 
He 
had been tortured by having tufts 
of dry leaves fastened to vari­ 
ous parts of his body and set 
on fire, and by having his bones 
broken and body bruised by 
severe blows. 
Finally he had evidently been 
thrown from a precipice and left 
partially covered with rocks. 
The company returned with his 
body and attended his funeral, 
at Chico, on the 11th inst. They 
will start out again soon! They 
sent to Governor Stanford for 
guns, and as we are told, he 
forwarded them some old rusty 
muskets, which the men re­ 
fused to accept. 
They applied 
to Gen. Kibbe, as we are further 
informed, who furnished them 
with a couple of boxes of U.S.

BARREN GROUND 


There are in our area vast stretches of land which lie barren and unused; which wait for 


the gift of water which brings with it the possibility of future abundant crops and productivity. 
But now they are dry and brown; used for grazing a short time; now desolate and unattractive; 
hot and withering as they reflect the blast of summer heat. 


But the potentiality is still there. It waits only for the day, and the magic of water, and the 


industry of man to put it to use. 


There are other types of land. Land that has been used up. In the South they joke about 


"Bumble-Bee" cotton, so stunted the plants seem only as high as a bumble-bee's knee. The 
fields have been planted with the same crop for a hundred years, the soil nearly gone, and still 
men plow and plant the gravel that remains. Those who have tried to bring this barren land 
back know how costly and how long a process it requires. Yet, it can be done. 


So it is with the lives of men. There are many who acknowledge the barrenness of their 


lives. Like the barren fields they either await the creative touch of magic which can help them 
achieve their true potentiality; or they merely show that the resources of life have been used 
up. Man, who could share with God in a process of creation which is still continuing, becomes 
merely a "user" of that which is already available. 


You can see it all about us, either on the land or in people. The noxious haze that hovers 


over our busy freeways, the assorted trash and "gunk" that floats past our community, a 
certain stretch of highway east of us known as "beer can alley," unchecked gullies, and fires 
caused by carelessness or intentionally set. 


The barren lives of those whose candle is burned at both ends, who use people as they would 


use things, whose bodies are a resource to be used up or masters whose desires are to be 
granted, who consume vast quantities of the spiritual treasure God has placed within us with 
no thought for the restoration of life and vitality to the spirit. These are people who think 
"I" instead of "We", mine instead of ours, get instead of give, use instead of build. 


The signs of the times seem not to be so much the things that we have done to make life 


more meaningful, beautiful, or helpful for future generations; but that we have used as quickly 
as possible the best of life, or the resources of this world; and moving on to greener pas- 
tures, discovered there is no more life to be lived, and soon no more of this earths' treasure 
to replace that which we have wasted. 


The prophet Isaiah saw these conditions in the land and in the lives of people in his day, 


and called upon people to consider God who has first claim to the land and to their lives. His 
are words of hope, 


"The wilderness and dry land shall be glad, 
The desert shall rejoice and blossom; . . . . 
For waters shall break forth in the wilderness, 
and streams in the desert. . . . 
And the ransomed of the Lord shall return, . . . 
everlasting ]oy shall be upon their heads; 
They shall obtain joy and gladness, 
and sorrow and sighing shall flee away."

NEW YORK (AP) — «‘For 
God's sake please airlift more 
baby food immediately. Thou­ 
sands of children dying daily. 
Situation appalling." 
The cablegram from a Catho­ 
lic missionary priest this week, 
citing the desperation in the 
blockaded Biafra region of em­ 
battled Nigeria, was part of a 
dramatic, mounting interfaith 
operation to check mass starva­ 
tion there. 
American Catholic and Pro­ 
testant relief agencies joined 
thleir efforts in the emergency, 
and for the first time, major 
Jewish 
organizations pooled 
their resources to send aid 
through the Christian channels. 
" It's an unprecedented com­ 
mon response," 
said Rabbi 
Marc Tanenbaum, an executive 
of the American Jewish Com­ 
mittee who has drawn most 
leading Jewish groups into con­ 
certed action to back the under, 
taking. 
Through both Catholic Relief 
Services here and the interde­ 
nominational Protestant-Ortho­ 
dox Church World Service, a 
rising tide of high-protein foods 
and medicines moved toward 
the region of crisis. 
There 
were 
international 
complications, pressures and 
bottlenecks. 
But despite the 
difficulties, some church car­ 
goes still were getting through, 
with indications of a bigger 
flow. 
"Thank God for what Chris. 
tion bodies are doing," said an 
American United Nations offi­ 
cial. "Without them the conse­ 
quences would be even more 
ghastly.” 
In the tangle of restrictions 
and civil war, the religious re­ 
lief effort took on the convert, 
perilous quality of underground 
border running—by night air­ 
lifts. Church officials said five 
planes have been lost, either 
crashed or shot down. 
Meanwhile, a 
round about 
telephone 
message received 
here from Dr.H. J.Middelkoop, 
a World Council physician at 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Biafra, said the number dying 
daily had increased from 2,000 
two weeks ago to 6,000 a day 
now. 
Religious groups —Protest­ 
ant, Catholic and Jewish—join­ 
ed in appeals to President John, 
son and congressional leaders 
to provide helicopter food air­ 
lifts to both sides in the strug­ 
gle. 
The religion officials also 
scheduled meetings with Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk about 
it, noting that their relief ef­ 
forts could scarcely dent the 
enormous starvation devastat­ 
ing the war-blocked region. 
Amid the tightening blockade, 
a Church World Service spokes­ 
man said: "The irony erf it is 
that we've got food galore" 
stored along the perimeter of 
Nigeria, but can't get in. We're 
blocked off, even our sneak 
flights." 
Catholic and Protestant or­ 
ganizations joined this week in 
providing recorded appeals for 
contributions to about 4,300 ra­ 
dio stations across the country, 
and picture slides and appeals 
to about 600 television stations. 
Each 
American Christian 
branch already has raised more 
than $300,000, 
and 
Church 
World Service is seeking $1 
million as its share in a special 
$3-million drive by the World 
Council's relief arm, in addi­ 
tion to the $3.8 million in goods 
it already has sent to the area.

BARREN GROUND 


There are in our area vast stretches of land which lie barren and unused; which wait for 
the gift of water which brings with it the possibility of future abundant crops and productivity. 
But now they are dry and brown; used for grazing a short time; now desolate and unattractive; 
hot and withering as they reflect the blast of summer heat. 
But the potentiality is still there. It waits only for the day, and the magic of water, and the 
industry of man to put it to use. 
There are other types of land. Land that has been used up. In the South they joke about 
“ Bumble-Bee" cotton, so stunted the plants seem only as high as a bumble-bee’s knee. The 
fields have been planted with the same crop for a hundred years, the soil nearly gone, and still 
men plow and plant the gravel that remains. Those who have tried to bring this barren land 
back know how costly and how long a process it requires. Yet, it can be done. 
So it is with the lives of men. There are many who acknowledge the barrenness of their 
lives. Like the barren fields they either await the creative touch of magic which can help them 
achieve their true potentiality; or they merely show that the resources of life have been used 
up. Man, who could share with God in a process of creation which is still continuing, becomes 
merely a “ user" of that which is already available. 
You can see it all about us, either on the land or in people. The noxious haze that hovers 
over our busy freeways, the assorted trash and “ gunk" that floats past our community, a 
certain stretch of highway east of us known as “beer can alley," unchecked gullies, and fires 
caused by carelessness or intentionally set. 
The barren lives of those whose candle is burned at both ends, who use people as they would 
use things, whose bodies are a resource to be used up or masters whose desires are to be 
granted, who consume vast quantities of the spiritual treasure God has placed within us with 
no thought for the restoration of life and vitality to the spirit. These are people who think 
“ I” instead of “We", mine instead of ours, get instead of give, use instead of build. 
The signs of the times seem not to be so much the things that we have done to make life 
more meaningful, beautiful, or helpful for future generations; but that we have used as quickly 
as possible the best of life, or the resources of this world; and moving on to greener pas­ 
tures, discovered there is no more life to be lived, and soon no more of this earths* treasure 
to replace that which we have wasted. 
The prophet Isaiah saw these conditions in the land and in the lives of people in his day, 
and called upon people to consider God who has first claim to the land and to their lives. His 
are words of hope. 


“ The wilderness and dry land shall be glad, 
The desert shall rejoice and blossom; . . . . 
For waters shall break forth in the wilderness, 
and streams in the desert. . . . 
And the ransomed of the Lord shall return, . . . 
everlasting joy shall be upon their heads; 
They shall obtain joy and gladness, 
and sorrow and sighing shall flee away." 
Isaiah 35:1, 6, 10.

NEW YORK (AP) — ««For 
God's salce please airlift more 
baby food immediately. Thou, 
sands of children dying daily. 
Situation appalling.” 
The cablegram from a Catho­ 
lic m issionary priest this week, 
citing the desperation in the 
blockaded Biafra region of em­ 
battled Nigeria, was part of a 
dram atic, mounting interfaith 
operation to check mass starva­ 
tion there. 
American Catholic and Pro­ 
testant relief agencies joined 
thieir efforts in the emergency, 
and for the first time, major 
Jewish 
organizations pooled 
their resources to send aid 
through the Christian channels. 
««It's an unprecedented com­ 
mon response,” 
said 
Rabbi 
Marc Tanenbaum, an executive 
of the American Jewish Com­ 
mittee who has drawn most 
leading Jewish groups into con­ 
certed action to back the under­ 
taking. 
Through both Catholic Relief 
Services here and the interde­ 
nominational Protestant-Ortho­ 
dox Church World Service, a 
rising tide of high-proteinfoods 
and medicines moved toward 
toe region of crisis. 
There 
were 
international 
complications, pressures and 
bottlenecks. 
But despite the 
difficulties, some church car­ 
goes still were getting through, 
with indications of a bigger 
flow. 
««Thank God for what Chris. 
tion bodies are doing,” said an 
American United Nations offi­ 
cial. ««Without them the conse­ 
quences would be even more 
ghastly.” 
In the tangle of restrictions 
and civil war, the religious re­ 
lief effort took on the convert, 
perilous quality of underground 
border running—by night air­ 
lifts. Church officials said five 
planes have been lost, either 
crashed or shot down. 
Meanwhile, a 
round about 
telephone 
message received 
here from Dr.H.J.M iddelkoop, 
a World Council physician at 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Biafra, said the number dying 
daily had increased from 2,000 
two weeks ago to 6,000 a day 
now. 
Religious groups —Protest­ 
ant, Catholic and Jew ish—join, 
ed in appeals to President John­ 
son and congressional leaders 
to provide helicopter food air­ 
lifts to both sides in the strugv 
gSe. 
The religion officials also 
scheduled meetings with Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk about 
it, noting that their relief ef< 
forts could scarcely dent the 
enormous starvation devastat­ 
ing the war-blocked region. 
Amid the tightening blockade, 
a Church World Service spokes­ 
man said: 
««The irony of it is 
that we've got food galore” 
stored along the perim eter of 
Nigeria, but can't get in. W e're 
blocked off, even our sneak 
flights.” 
Catholic and Protestant o r 
ganizations joined this week in 
providing recorded appeals for 
contributions to about 4,300 ra­ 
dio stations across the country, 
and picture slides and appeals 
to about 600 television stations. 
Each 
American 
Christian 
branch already has raised more 
than $300,000, 
and 
Church 
World Service is seeking $1 
million as its share ina special 
$3-million drive by the World 
Council's relief arm , in addi­ 
tion to the $3.8 million in goods 
it already has sent to the area.

There are in our area vast stretches of land which lie barren and unused; which wait for 
the gift of water which brings with it the possibility of future abundant crops and productivity. 
But now they are dry and brown; used for grazing a short time; now desolate and unattractive; 
hot and withering as they reflect the blast of sum m er heat. 
But the potentiality is still there. It waits oily for the day, and the magic of water, and the 
industry of man to put it to use. 
There are other types of land. Land that has been used up. In the South they joke about 
“ Bumble-Bee” cotton, so stunted the plants seem only as high as a bumble-bee’s knee. The 
fields have been planted with the same crop for a hundred years, the soil nearly gone, and still 
men plow and plant the gravel that rem ains. Those who have tried to bring this barren land 
back know how costly and how long a process it requires. Yet, it can be done. 
So it is with the lives of men. There are many who acknowledge the barrenness of their 
lives. Like the barren fields they either await the creative touch of magic which can help them 
achieve their true potentiality; or they m erely show that the resources of life have been used 
up. Man, who could share with God in a process of creation which is still continuing, becomes 
m erely a “ user” of that which is already available. 
You can see it all about us, either on the land or in people. The noxious haze that hovers 
over our busy freeways, the assorted trash and “ gunk” that floats past « ir community, a 
certain stretch of highway east of us known as “ beer can alley,” unchecked gullies, and fires 
caused by carelessness or intentionally set. 
The barren lives of those whose candle is burned at both ends, who use people as they would 
use things, whose bodies are a resource to be used up or m asters whose desires are to be 
granted, who consume vast quantities of the spiritual treasure God has placed within us with 
no thought for the restoration of life and vitality to the spirit. These are people who think 
“ I” instead of ‘«We” , mine instead of ours, get instead of give, use instead of build. 
The signs of the times seem not to be so much the things that we have done to make life 
more meaningful, beautiful, or helpful for future generations; but that we have used as quickly 
as possible the best of life, or the resources of this world; and moving on to greener pas­ 
tures, discovered there is no more life to be lived, and soon no more of this earths’ treasure 
to replace that which we have wasted. 
The prophet Isaiah saw these conditions in the land and in the lives of people in his day, 
and called upon people to consider God who has first claim to the land and to their lives. His 
are words of hope.

The State of California has a Water Pollution Control Board that 


has in recent years taken highly effective action to prevent con- 
tamination of water supplies with waste products. But such con- 
trol agencies sometimes can seldom act to stop water pollution. 
Instead, they can only hope to minimize it and keep it within 
tolerable limits. 


Many times we look to industries as the sole responsible par- 


ties causing water pollution but they are not alone in contaminat- 
ing the environment. They are joined by communities that still 
pour raw sewage into streams, rivers, and along the ocean shores. 
Added to this, detergent-laden wastes foam out of many sewage 
treatment plants. 
More recently also, they have been joined by 


agriculturalists who use poisonous dusts and sprays to kill off 
insects and other farm pests including fish life. 


It appears that m California today we have reached the point 


where we no longer can hope to completely eliminate pollution in 
some areas and maybe even in our area. We can hope to keep it 
within "tolerable" limits. Tolerable to whom'' The fish"7 Man"? 
. . . The price of a heavily populated state is mighty expensive. 
Especially when the ever growing number of fishermen lacking 
the knowledge necessary to protect the fish and their environ- 
ment, coupled with pollution, is sure to give us something to worry 
about and to act now to protect it. As one conservationist put it 
"10 years hence, we shall regret every mistake we are making 
today, feel deeply the hurt caused b> each failure to act. Admit- 
tedly we are trying hard to remedy past damage and prevent future 
loss. There is continuing failure and confusion. Lack of inte- 
grated efforts is apparent." 


The fishermen and users of our local waters must accept the 


concept that there is a problem creeping up on our fishing and it's 
the water and habitat. If one is to continue to believe that the creek 
is as good as it was years ago, it will go right down the drain, 
and all the fish life with it. 
The world and its environment is 


changing and so goes all of the important waters in our life also. 


There are many agencies and organizations making efforts to 


preserve what I have just been talking about. We cannot let our 
guard down once for if we do, we may have to turn in our fishing 
rods for golf clubs and they are much more expensive, so the cost 
becomes even higher. Anyway, it is truly unfortunate that con- 
servation with regard to stream protection, has always taken a back 
seat in the past to such agencies as the Army Corps of Engineers, 
Bureau of Reclamation, Division of Highways, and quick profit 
developments. But as the times change, we notice a growing rate 
of conservation groups, or just concerned people wanting to do 
something about our problems. 


We can do it, and with an integrated effort, I think we will.

SPENCER S FISH 


The State of California has a Water Pollution Control Board that 
has in recent years taken highly effective action to prevent con­ 
tamination of water supplies with waste products. But such con­ 
trol agencies sometimes can seldom act to stop water pollution. 
Instead, they can only hope to minimize it and keep It within 
tolerable lim its. 
Many times we look to industries as the sole responsible par­ 
ties causing water pollution but they are not alone in contaminat­ 
ing the environment. 
They are joined by communities that still 
pour raw sewage into stream s, rivers, and along the ocean shores. 
Added to this, detergent-laden wastes foam out of many sewage 
treatm ent plants. 
More recently also, they have iieen Joined by 
agriculturalists who use poisonous dusts and sprays to kill off 
insects and other farm pests including fish life. 
It appears that in California today we have reached the point 
where we no longer can hope to completely eliminate pollution in 
some areas and maybe even in our area. We can hope to keep it 
within “ tolerable” lim its. Tolerable to whom? The fish? Man? 
. . . The price of a heavily populated state is mighty expensive. 
Especially when the ever growing number of fishermen lacking 
the knowledge necessary to protect the fish and their environ­ 
ment, coupled with pollution, Is sure to give us something to worry 
about and to act now to protect it. As one conservationist put it 
“ 10 years hence, we shall regret every mistake we are making 
today, feel deeply the hurt caused by each failure to act. Admit­ 
tedly we are trying hard to remedy past damage and prevent future 
loss. There is continuing failure and confusion. Lack of inte­ 
grated efforts is apparent.*’ 
The fishermen and users of our local waters must accept the 
concept that there is a problem creeping up on our fishing and it's 
the water and habitat. Ifonelsto continue to believe that the creek 
is as good as it was years ago, it will go right down the drain, 
and all the fish life with It. 
The world and its environment is 
changing and so goes all of the Important w aters in our life also. 
There are many agencies and organizations making efforts to 
preserve what I have just been talking about. We cannot let our 
guard down once for if we do, we may have to turn in our fishing 
rods for golf clubs and they are much more expensive, so the cost 
becomes even higher. 
Anyway, it is truly unfortunate that con­ 
servation with regard to stream protection, has always taken a back 
seat in the past to such agencies as the Army Corps of Engineers, 
Bureau of Reclamation, Division of Highways, and quick profit 
developments. But as the tim es change, we notice a growing rate 
of conservation groups, or just concerned people wanting to do 
something about our problems. 
We can do it, and with an integrated effort, I think we will.

SPEN CER’S FISH 
TALES 


The State of California has a Water Pollution Control Board that 
has in recent years taken highly effective action to prevent con­ 
tamination of water supplies with waste products. But such con­ 
trol agencies sometimes can seldom act to stop water pollution. 
Instead, they can only hope to minimize it and keep it within 
tolerable lim its. 
Many times we look to industries as the sole responsible par­ 
ties causing water pollution but they are not alone in contaminat­ 
ing the environment. 
They are joined by communities that still 
pour raw sewage into stream s, rivers, and along toe ocean shores. 
Added to this, detergent-laden wastes foam out of many sewage 
treatm ent plants. 
More recently also, they have been Joined by 
agriculturalists who use poisonous dusts and sprays to kill off 
insects and other farm pests including fish life. 
It appears that in California today we have reached toe point 
where we no longer can hope to completely eliminate pollution in 
some areas and maybe even in our area. We can hope to keep it 
within “ tolerable” lim its. Tolerable to whom? The fish? Man? 
. . . The price of a heavily populated state is mighty expensive. 
Especially when the ever growing number of fishermen lacking 
toe knowledge necessary to protect the fish and their environ­ 
ment, coupled with pollution, is sure to give us something to worry 
about and to act now to protect it. As one conservationist put it 
“ 10 years hence, we shall regret every mistake we are making 
today, feel deeply the hurt caused by each failure to act. Admit­ 
tedly we are trying hard to remedy past damage and prevent future 
loss. There is continuing failure and confusion. Lack of inte­ 
grated efforts is apparent.” 
The fishermen and users of our local waters must accept toe 
concept that there is a problem creeping up on our fishing and it’s 
the water and habitat. Ifoneisto continue to believe that toe creek 
is as good as it was years ago, it will go right down toe drain, 
and all the fish life with it. 
The world and its environment is 
changing and so goes all of toe important waters in our life also. 
There are many agencies and organizations making efforts to 
preserve what I have just been talking about. We cannot let our 
guard down one* for if we do, we may have to turn in our fishing 
rods for golf clubs and they are much more expensive, so toe cost 
becomes even higher. 
Anyway, it is truly unfortunate that con­ 
servation with regard to stream protection, has always taken a back 
seat in the past to such agencies as toe Army Corps of Engineers, 
Bureau of Reclamation, Division of Highways, and quick profit 
developments. But as the tim es change, we notice a growing rate 
of conservation groups, or just concerned people wanting to do 
something about our problems. 
We can do it, and with an integrated effort, I think we will.

Riot Protection Fund 
Apparently Doomed 


WASHINGTON (A P)- Delays 
in Congress and the White House 
apparently have doomed any 
chance for setting up this sum - 
mer a special fund to help law 
enforcement agencies deal with 
riots. 
Such a fund was provided for 
in the omnibus crime control 
bill President Johnson signed 
into law June 19. 
Although the long-range pro­ 
cedure for the fund is com­ 
plex, the bill contained a spe­ 
cial provision for this summer 
that cut through much of the 
red tape. 
The deadline for 1968, how­ 
ever, was set for Aug, 31, consi­ 
dered a realistic date by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
when it drew up the provision 
last spring. 
The deadline is now but three 
weeks off and the Justice De­ 
partment appropriation bill fi­ 
nancing the fund did not clear 
Congress until Aug. 1.

Trailers — Extends local reg­ 
ulatory powers on mobile homes 
to water, electricity and sew­ 
age; AB 1586, Chappie, R-Cool. 
Tahoe — Allows Lake Tahoe 
area utility districts to forego 
paying interest on state loans 
for sewage facilities until 1972; 
AB 1593, Chappie. 
Tow — Allows local govern­ 
ment to adopt regulations on 
two car services; AB 1650, Kar- 
abian, D-Monterey Park. 
Bus — Requires rear of every 
school bus to have a sign at 
least six inches high below 
rear windows saying ‘ * stop when 
red lights flash” ; AB 1715, Dun­ 
lap, D -North Napa. 
Firearm — Makes it a felony 
to willfully and maliciously dis­ 
charge a gun at an aircraft; 
SB 652, Collier, D-Yreka. 
School — Lets school districts 
with nine or fewer children 
eligible for kindergarten to not 
hold such classes; SB 760, Mar- 
ler, R -Redding.

In Congress and the White House 
apparently have doomed any 
chance for setting up this sum - 
mer a special fund to help law 
enforcement agencies deal with 
riots. 
Such a fund was provided for 
in the omnibus crime control 
bill President 
Johnson signed 
into law June 19. 
Although the long-range pro­ 
cedure for the fund is com­ 
plex, the bill contained a spe­ 
cial provision for this summer 
that cut through much of the 
red tape. 
The deadline for 1968, how­ 
ever, was set for Aug. 31, consi­ 
dered a realistic date by the

Judiciary 
Committee 
when it drew up the provision 
last spring. 
The deadline is now but three 
weeks off and the Justice De­ 
partment appropriation bill fi­ 
nancing the fund did not clear 
Congress until Aug. 1.

Price building, with each of the 
panels valued at $10 or a total

Price claims he had to hire a 
caterpillar tractor with a doz- 
er to suppress the fire, operate 
it for 13 hours with five men, 
at $25 an hour or $325 total.

L*Unita of Rome, the Italian

Beach, Fla., was “ the triumph 
of the old tricky Dick.” 
A Chinese Communist news­ 
paper in Hong Kong, Wen Wei 
Pao, beat Peking to the punch 
with comment. 
It denounced 
Nixon as the “ warmonger lead­ 
e r of the American im perialist 
clique that has sought to destroy 
China.” It said Nixon's recent 
call for eventual negotiations 
with the Communist Chinese 
was only campaign talk. 
Communist East 
G erm an's 
official news agency, ADN, r e ­ 
m arked that Nixon’s political 
program “ is characterized by a 
strong anti-communism.”
